It don’t look 
now as though I was going to get Congress 
oft my hands in time.” “ I guess.” replied 
Governor Stanford, “ enough of us had 
better go home to leave it without a quo­ 
rum.' “ Perhaps that would be the surest 
way,” said the President. Twenty other 
persons were in the reception-room wait­ 
ing to see the President, and after a brief 
conversation, the Californians withdrew.

The Hr, aid (Rep.) says : No one dreamed 
that the President would veto the bill grant­ 
ing a right of way for railroads through the 
Indian reservations of northern Jfontana. 
The veto is bad enough, if nothing had 
been said; but with the reasons assigned by 
the President, it becomes simply absurd. 
It looks to common mortals as if the Presi­ 
dent had become veto-mad. 
The La A bra Claim. 
W ashington, July 8th.—The report upon 
the La Abra Mexican claim, prepared by 
Senator Morgan, was reported to the Seri­ 
ate yesterday. It says that the country will 
not be satisfied that its honor has been vin­ 
dicated by tlie mere rejection of the con­ 
vention, when the vote of the Senate does 
not clear up or explain the strong array of 
facts which tend to show that the demand 
against Mexico is unjust and has no sub­ 
stantial foundation.

W ashington, July 8th.—The Senate 
Committee on Commerce to-day reported 
adversely 011 the nomination of Herbert F.

The Grievances of the Postal Clerks. 
Indianapolis, July 8th—C. C. Mead, 
Chief Clerk, and R. É. Robb, Secretary of 
the Brotherhood of Postal Clerks, have pre­ 
pared a response to the statements ol Post­ 
master-General Vilas. In substance, they 
say that the postal clerks expected very 
generally, on the incoming ot the present 
administration, to be removed; that in 
such anticipation some resigned and others 
got their houses in order to go; that Post­ 
master-General Vilas, by his circular of 
March 31, 1885, gave them to under­ 
stand expressly 
that 
there should 
be no removals without cause, and 
none for merely political reasons; that effi­ 
cient and valuable men would not be dis­ 
turbed so long as they rendered faithful 
service; that they accepted this assurance 
in good faith, and so continued in the serv­ 
ice. rendering faithful and zealous service: 
that soon, however, their faith was shaken 
by repeated and frequent removals of good 
men without cause; that by reason of such 
removals increased work was imposed upon 
them ; that they were required, in addition 
to their regular and onerous duties, to teach 
new men ; that new men were often pro­ 
moted over them : that in some instances 
these new men were given 
leave 
of absence, and devoted their time 
to political work without complaint or 
rebuke, while the old clerks were being re­ 
moved foralleged political work done years 
before; that they felt that they were being 
imposed upon by having additional duties 
and work put upon them, and by the fa­ 
voritism shown in many ways to ap­ 
pointees: that they had a pride in the ef­ 
ficiency of the service, and found that these 
things tend to destroy that efficiency ; that 
they objected to removals being made upon 
secret charges unknown to them, to which 
they had no opportunity of replying or 
being heard thereon: that their or­ 
ganization was founded upon things 
looking to the good and efficiency 
of the public service, and to prevent, if 
possible, its destruction by constant and 
frequent removals without cause: that 
under the profession and promises of the 
Postmaster General, the public would 
infer that removals were made upon good 
and sufficient cause, thus leaving stigmas 
upon the persons removed, ami unjustly 
so; that tlie essence of their protest was 
that of the injustice to those removed. 
They only asked that the canse of 
removal 
should be 
made 
known. 
That while as public servants they 
recognized tlieir duties to tlie public, and 
faithfully and zealously performed them, 
for proof of which they point with pride 
to ttie service itself, they felt, as men and 
citizens, that they were entitled at least to 
fair and just consideration by the Post­ 
master-General ; that what they did was 
not in any spirit of insubordination or ob­ 
struction, but. 011 tlie contrary, was in the 
highest interest of the postal service on be­ 
half of the public, and in tlieir own inter­ 
ests as men and citizens, wishing the good 
opinion of tlie public and the maintenance 
of the high efficiency of the postal service; 
that they intended to wait upon the Post­ 
master-General and submit these things to 
his consideration, when he hurriedly re­ 
moved a large number of clerks without a 
hearing. This they believe lie did to avoid 
being confronted with his record on re­ 
movals. 
The I.ate Ex-D istrict A ttorney Corkhill. 
New York. July 8th.—A special to the 
Herald from Long Branch says : The late 
ex-I)istrict Attorney Corkhill, of Washing­ 
ton, at the time of iiis dtatli was preparing 
a narrative for publication on the shooting 
of President Garfield by Guit an. which 
contained new aud startling evidence, to 
the effect that the murder was the result of 
a deep-laid, diabolical plot, in which many 
persons are concerned. Corkhill received 
letters from Guiteau's wife which impli­ 
cated two prominent politicians in the plot. 
She claims to be able to show bv legal evi­ 
dence that appointments and long talks 
regarding the removal of Garfield were held 
over luncheons and in a certain basement 
restaurant in Washington. Corkhill was a 
believer in the existence of a calmly-devel­ 
oped conspiracy, whose plot covered even 
the flight of tlie assassin to Europe. lie 
said he knew the vessel's name in which a 
stateroom was taken for Guitean, and Ihe 
identity of the persons who w’ere to a-sist 
him in his flight. The dates, the names of 
the men and thesteamerwereat his fingers' 
ends. It was the most horrible, crushing 
array of allegations, correct or incorrect, 
ever heard. 
K ansas Republican State Convention. 
T o p e k a . July 8th.—The Republican State 
Convention reassembled this morning. The 
Committee on Resolutions reported back 
the set of resolutions which had been re­ 
ferred to them, recommending the passage 
of the platform as originally reported 111 
these dispatches, and they were adopted 
with bur one dissenting vote.

This is a very significant step, 
and one which may yet endanger the peace 
of Enrope. Batonm is an important 
strategic point, and Russia proposes to have 
exclusive control of it. It is at the eastern 
end of the Black ¡8ea, and the landing- 
place of troops from Odessa. It is con­ 
nected by rail with Oaku, on the hither 
Caspian shore, which is connected by boat 
with Michaelovsk, on the further Caspian 
shpre, which is in turn the western ter­ 
minus of the railroad lately completed 
within a short distance of the Afghan 
border. Russia can embark 50.000 men at 
Odessa in a week or ten days. They will 
be within 200 miles of Herat, which the 
Czar covets. To close Batonm is to open 
the Eastern question and threaten India 
whenever it may be found convenient to 
do so.

H alifax, July 8th.—On June lllh the 
Customs Department at Ottawa issued a 
secret circular to Collectors of Customs in 
reference to enforcing the treaty of 1818 and 
the Canadian fishery laws. This circular 
significantly omitted all reference to ques­ 
tions of the purchase of bait, the shipment 
of men, transhipment of cargo and other 
commercial privileges claimed by Ameri­ 
cans and denied in the previous confidential 
circular issued at the beginning of Canada’s 
active enforcement ol fishing rights. In 
response to a request for explanations made 
by Consul-General Phelan, an official docu­ 
ment has been received from the Ottawa 
authorities, denying that the circular is in 
substance a mollification of the instructic-ns 
previously given. It positively states that 
no permission has been given to American 
fishing vessels to enter Canadian waters for 
any purposo other tlian for the reasons 
mentioned in the 1818 treaty, and it is not 
intended that snch vessels shall remain in 
port tweiity-fonr hours unmolested, or 
shall be permitted to do anyihing not ab­ 
solutely and unequivocally allowed bv the 
treaties.

If 
so the work is being crowded more rapidly 
every week by the addition of more labor­ 
ers. The distnnce to Uncle Dick's Soda 
Springs from Ashland is 90 miles, and 41 
from Yreka. 
Preparation#are in progress for extensive 
operations in the bbt cany on between Uncle 
Dick’s and Strawberry valley, where the 
road runs around the hills, coming up and 
going hack, besides cutting through the 
same ridge twice with a couple of 500-foot 
tunnels, in order to secure an easy grade in 
getting from the Sacramento river to Straw­ 
berry valley. Some of the most scientific 
railroad engineering on the coast has been 
accomplished in the eight or nine ntiles of 
the route from Uncle Dick's to Strawberry 
valley. 
A Redding Free Frets correspondent says 
Larrabee's force is between Hanlon’s and 
Bailey's, and In another week will be clear 
out of Shasta county, closely followed by 
the pot-holers under Morris.' The graders 
are above Sweetbriar hill, and have finished 
their work to the twelfth crossing. A canal 
is being cut at Fish l{<>ck to turn the river, 
which saves the building of two bridges. 
Colonel Scobie has paid his men off and 
tiie boys are working with renewed energy. 
The right-of-way men have cut down an 
immense quantity of timber, and the Sac­ 
ramento river is full of tre*s and logs, and 
nianv of them three and four feet thick, 
which will block up the river in winter, 
with liability of causing much damage by 
flood to both the railroad company and set­ 
tlers.

A BISHOP'S VIEW. 


Bishop J . L. Spaulding, w riting in The 
Forum, does not believe we are in danger 
of revolution. 
W e have not heard any 
intim ate th at we are, nor has any w riter 
we have read forecast such danger. 
All 
th at has been contended is th a t certain 
loud-mouthed, vicious, and altogether de­ 
spicable fellows, have talked revolution, 
lied about the Government, denounced so­ 
cial organization and rated the republic as 
a thing of infamy. 
There is danger that 
such 
utterances 
will 
contam inate 
the 
voting, inflame the vicious and m islead the 
ignorant, so that, in th e course of some 
years, we may be something more titan an­ 
noyed at the strength, virulence 
and 
wicked mischievousness of a class of peo­ 
ple educated to the belief th at universal 
Overthrow of all tilings orderly is right 
procedure. 
Therefore it is held th a t or­ 
dinary prudence dictates the suppression 
of the vermin now seeking to gnaw into 
the vitals of the American system. 
The 
Bishop calls attention to the fact th a t bat­ 
tles, conflicts and dangers of all kinds have 
u mysterious charm for men, because all 
life, animal or intellectual, is developed 
and attains strength only through struggle. 
Bloody warfare no longer has a charm for 
the civilized ; the individual is more and 
m ore im portant as civilization advances, 
and each is enabled more and more readily 
to choose his own mode of life and break 
any bonds th at hinder the use of his facul- 


California has every reason to congratu­ 
late herself that she has in Congress some 
faithful representatives. 
As his district 
was more imm ediately affected, Represen­ 
tative M cK enna had exercised more im­ 
m ediate watchfulness over rtie clauses in 
the river and harbor bill relating to val­ 
ley interests in California. The bill passed 
the House in a most satisfactory condition 
and went to the Senate. 
There Senator 
Stanford and Mr. M cKenna appeared be­ 
fore the committee having the measure in 
charge, and in all proper ways earnestly 
urged its approval. 
T he committee, how­ 
ever, under the influence of Senator Jones, 
of Nevada, agreed to report hack the bill 
w ith amendments. 
One of these is omis­ 
sion of the clause directing the Secretary 
of W ar to take legal steps to -top river 
destruction due*to th e deposition of hy­ 
draulic m ining slickens and debris in the 
rivers and th eir tributaries. 
Thereupon, 
the dispatches say. Senator Stanford called 
in Mr. M cKenna and the two have re­ 
solved to m ake all possible efibrts to have 
the om itted clause restored, and, if th at 
tails, to insist upon an amendment setting 
aside a sum to bo used bv the A ttornev- 
G eneral in legally intervening to save 
river navigation. 
The promptness w ith 
which the Senator has taken hold of the 
m atter, and the knowledge this people 
have of his thoroughness and determ ina­ 
tion 
in 
all 
he 
undertakes, justifies 
strong 
hope th at he w ill 
succeed in 
this case. 
As the bill stood originally, no 
legal right of the hydraulic m iner would 
have been invaded ; he would have had 
his day in Court, and all his interests 
would have been laid bare. T he b ill in its 
original character would have settled for­ 
ever, and em phatically, the whole “ slick­ 
ens" question. 
B ut we have reason to be­ 
lieve the section may still be saved as it 
stood in the bill when it left th e House. 
Certainly it cannot go through as reported 
by the Senate com m ittee w ithout m eeting 
strong opposition to its m utilation. 
It is 
said that friends of the valley in W ashing­ 
ton fear the new definition of hydraulic 
m ining in the bill—-the passage of water 
through a nozzle and under pressure—is 
weak, and may afford hiding for some 
modifications that will give liberty to 
processes as vicious in results as any now 
known. 
We can trust to Senator Stanford 
watching this clause closely. 
W e mav> 
therefore, reasonably await the outcome 
w ith patience, assured that w hatever can 
be done w ill 1h? done to secure the passage 
of the bill in the form in which it t^ n e 
from the House. 


So it 
is that civilization advances 
the reign of the people and depreciates 
th at of the strongest man.

questions are brought uppermost, since all 
other and m erely physical questions have 
been fought out and decided hv wager of 
the sword. 
Out of the debate of social 
questions has arisen the philosophy of de­

B ut the essayist shows th at 
countless m illions of M ohammedans and 
Buddhists, strictly sober, are unspeakably 
wretched, C hristianity rem ains unshaken, 
s X'iety is not rocked and governm ents do 
not decay. 
The complainants, therefore, 
do not, lie holds, represent the sentim ents 
of any considerable liody of Americans. 
“ M e a re not theorists and dreamers, but 
workers," this country is a blessed land, 
nowhere else have men sitch opportunity • 
' nowhere else do such m ultitudes find it 
possible to escape from ignorance, poverty 
and the impotence of blind endeavor into 
th e pure light of free, orderly and growing 
life ; nowhere else is there more general 
good will and sym pathy in spite of the 
m ingling of heterogeneous nationalities 
and conflicting creeds." 
A fter all, he finds 
that there 
is m arvelous 
exaggeration 
about our rich men : they are but a sprink­ 
ling ; “ capital is t lie army of a commercial 
age, and capitalists arc necessary to under­ 
take aud carry on great enterprises ; our 
wealthy men arc the children of th e ¡xx>r, 
and their children or grandchildren will 
cither perish utterly or go to work again 
w ith the laboring classes.” 
No hatred 
«•an flourish long here, and finally th at the 
jtoor do not hate the rich, anil the rich as 
a liodv are not indifferent to the wants of 
Ute Jioor. 
The people are neither paupers 
nor m illionaires, but workers, whose energy 
and th rift secure them a comjietence— 
7,750,000 of tli cm are farm ers; only half 
th a t num ber are engaged in m anufactur­ 
ing, and three-fourths of the farm ers own 
th e land they cultivate, and the tendency 
is to dim inish 
rather than increase the 
size of th e farms. 
O ur laborers receive 
higher wages and live in greater plenty 
than those of any other country. 
In this 
strain the Bishop proceeds at considerable 
length to show th at we arc a strong jieople 
safe from assaults w ithin and not provok­ 
ing 
attacks 
from 
w ith o u t; 
th at 
capital docs 
uot 
exercise the tyrannic 
power 
the grumblers charge, else why 
do th e poor flock to us? T h at no other 
G overnm ent re*ts so completely on the 
assent and approval of the governed, and 
th a t this is the strongest of all founda­ 
tions. 
A narchical doctrines, he claims, 
m ust die here from lack of a suitable en­ 
vironm ent. 
They are importations, and 
will not flourish in our soil, for here social 
conditions are wholly dissim ilar to those 
of th e place of exportation. 
H e holds 
th a t the preaching of A narchical doctrines 
is crim inal, and ought to be punished by­ 
law , hut believes th at our society must 
undergo radical changes before this fanati­ 
cism can become a menace to our in stitu ­ 
tions. 
T he labor troubles are more seri­ 
ous by far, and 
he thereupon enters 
another branch of the subject not neces­ 
sary to now review. 
W e have presented so 


T h e Currri'l, by no means an alarmist, 
hut very- cool and calculating in its criti­ 
cisms, believes there is much more In this 
business of “booming*’ the Confederate 
debt than appears on the surface.

T he precipitation of our 
country into war may look plausible on 
[iapcr, but no war w ith such a m otive 
could give victory to the claim ants. There 
must first he such decadence of love of 
country and of all patriotic sentim ent, as 
cannot now lie even contem plated with 
any- reason born of possibility. 


R u s s ia is again creating trouble in the 
East.

Shortly 
before the hom icide witness was standing 
on Main street, with several other young 
men. One of them spoke about going to 
dinner, and F ran k Nelson said, “ Don’t go 
to dinner ; you w ill miss the fun.” 
One of 
them said, “ I never did see any tun ; I al­ 
ways miss it, and I guess I will miss m y 
dinner." 
W itness bad his curiosity ex­ 
cited, and looked around to see w hat the 
“ fun ” would be. W hen H arlan started 
toward the Byrns Hotel, Nelson said, “ Let 
us go to the Byrns Hotel ; the fun begins, 
and, I’rovost, you take the lead. 
We do 
not w ant to go in a crowd.” 
W tiile the 
party were on the Capital Hotel corner, and 
after Craft came out of the carpenter shop 
and went back to bis house, witness drew 
Nelson’s attention to Craft, and Nelson 
went over to Craft’s house. 
W hen he came 
back witness asked him if be had put Craft 
on bis g; ard. Nelson said no ; that he had 
just taken over a message that liad been 
sent from the folks below. 
H e sajil that 
Craft was asleep when be reached the house, 
but be arose aud brushed his coat as Nelson 
left. 
W . S. Lynn, colored janitor of the Con­ 
gregational Church, testified that at about 
1 o’clock on the day of the homicide he 
saw deceased walk frcun the gate of his i 
father’s house and go through a hole in the 
fence in the college grounds; that about 
the tim e they passed on the sidewalk he ob­ 
served Craft change a pistol from the front 
of bis person and place it in bis rear pants 
pocket, and imm ediately alter Craft had 
passed through the fence be observed bint 
put both of his hands under his coat, and 
lie appeared to be exam ining something. 
This afternoon Sheriff It. H . Beam er 
testified: 
Last January I was invited to 
call on Miss H arlan at Spaulding's bouse, 
and comm unications she then m ade I re­ 
lated to W inne, a particular friend of Craft, 
a few days afterward. I understood I was 
called upon officially. Sometime in Jan u ­ 
ary Craft called at m y office late in the 
evening and asked to see m e privately. H e 
asked m e if I had ever been show n letters 
he bad written Miss H arlan. 
I told him 
no. H e wanted m e to be very positive that 
I had not been 
show n 
such 
letters. 
I told him I 
could 
be positive. 
I 
would 
not

his 
handw aiting 
if 
I 
were 
to 
see 
it. 
H e 
said 
“ Somebody has told a Q 
d 
He. and 
I propose to m ake them cat it.” The even­ 
ing after the m arriage of Sill I was invited 
by Sill to go w ith him and see Craft. 
On 
the way down I stopped w ith him at his 
store. 
I told him 1 wanted to know just 
what be was going there for. 
lie told nie 
bis business there. 
W e also stopped at 
Attorney Baker's office. 
He was not in. 
We m et Craft in front of Pond’s drug store. 
Sill told him he came to give him his 
answer. Craft invited us into the office in 
the roar of the drug store. 
W hen we got 
in there. Sill said to Craft, “ W hat you 
told me at the Byrns Hotel about m y wife 
is all a pack of d 
lies. 
I do not be­ 
lieve a word you have said. 
I warn 
you, il you persist in annoying m e or my 
wife you will have to take the conse­ 
quences.” 
Craft sa id : 
“ All 
right, sir. 
►All right, Sill. 
I have got your answer. I 
will show you w hether I am a G— d— liar 
or not. 
We will see who is the d—d liar 
in this case before we get through.” 
Craft 
then spoke to me, and said he had offlred 
to furnish this m an wit¿i proofs of the as­ 
sertions he had made, and he had refused 
to look at them . 
H e said : 
“ He did not 
have m anhood enough to look at m y 
proofs.” 
H e said to S ill: “ H ad you had 
the 
nerve 
and 
manhood 
you 
now 
show 
w ith 
your 
friend 
with 
you, you would not probably- be in 
the position you are in to-day.” 
He said 
to m e: “ I know you are a «better friend of 
Sill than you are to me. but I do not care. 
I know I am right, and do not propose 
to be bulldozed.” 
1 told him not to m ake 
an unnecessary m istake, as I was not tjiere 
as an especial friend of either party. I had 
been invited by Sill to be .there, and liad 
be (Craft) invited me under situilai circum ­ 
stances I would have done the same thing 
for him . 
Craft said he m ight be mistaken 
about that. Then Craft and Sill com­ 
menced talking over what bad been said 
at tlie Byrns Hotel. Craft reasserted some 
of the m atters he said there. Sill told him 
be was a liar, and be knew he was a liar.

Sill told

was not 
aronnd reading old letters. Craft replied, 
“ N o; you bet your d—— d life you are not. 
You do not w ant to see any letters.” I de­ 
clined to look at them . Several tim es they 
made dem onstrations to fight, and I tola 
them I would not allow i t ; that I came 
there to keep peace between them, and 1 
proposed to that extent, at least, to suc­ 
ceed. 
I finally told Sill to leave the room ; 
that I saw no'good could come from the 
conversation, and be went reluctantly. 
1 
spoke sharply to Sill before he would leave. 
Before I went there I exacted a promise 
from him that ho would behave himself. 
I told him I could watch one m an. but 
I 
did 
not 
know 
if 
I 
could 
watch 
two. He toldm e he would not m akea move: 
he would do whatever I told him . After 
Sill left Craft spoke in very bitter term s of 
Miss H arlan. 
H e said she was such an in­ 
fernal liar he could not believe wliat she 
sa id ; 
that she had deceived him and 
placed him in an awkward position, and 
he intended to get even with her. 
lie 
several times insisted that I should look at 
his documents, and took me by the arm. 
E 
tilled me down on a lougge and said I 
ad to 
listen 
to 
him . 
H e said he, 
wanted m e to 
see 
them ; 
inasmuch 
as I got into the history- of the case 
that tar, 
lie 
was 
disposed I should 
know 
the 
whole 
circumstances. 
I 
asked him if he was willing Miss H arlan 
should be Sill's wife. H e said he was per­ 
fectly willing, and more than willing. 
He 
said, “ God ! 1 would not change circum ­ 
stances for anything in the w orld!” 
I 
asked him whv he could not ju st let the 
m atter die a natural death, right there, and 
say nothing more about it ? 
H e replied 
that it would not be justice to hint to do 
that. 
H e bad been misused and placed in 
a false light before the com m unity. 
She 
was the cause of it. and he did not propose 
to subm it tam ely to such treatm ent. 
I 
gave him some advice. H e said, in speak­ 
ing of Miss H arlan, “ Sill 
has 
been 
sleeping with her for the last two nights, 
but lie is not the only man who has done 
so.” 
H e m ade no threats against her life. 
W hen Sill was present, Cratt said to him : 
“ A ou are no m an ; yon are no part of a 
man ; you do not deserve the heart of a 
brave woman. 
If a man would talk to m e 
about a wife ol mine, and sav to m e what 
I said to you at the Byrns Hotel, I would 
mop the earth with him .” 
W hen Craft 
called Sill a coward, and Sill m ade a break 
for him , and I stopped them , 1 told Craft 
he should not talk that way, because Sill 
had no chance there to prove w hether he 
was a coward or a brave m an, and I told 
him of the promise 1 exacted of Sill. Craft 
apologized to me. and said he would re­ 
serve it for some future time. H e asked 
me if I was there as an officer or a citizen. 
I told him I did uot know, but Sill had in ­ 
vited me, and knowing the circumstance of 
there being bad blood between the parties, 
I resolved to be present, for fear trouble 
m ight happen; that I considered m yself 
there as a citizen, but could resolve myself 
into an officer very readily if necessary to 
keep the peace. 1 saw Craft next day at the 
express office. H e wanted a perm it to 
carry a pistol. I said, “ Do you not carry a 
pistol ?”

AND be n good day's work for us both.”

I said : " I will promise you I will not harm 
a hair of Sill or his wife. I feaid : “ W hy 
not do as I tell you and save this trouble? 
You will have nothing but trouble if vou 
pursue this course. 
I cannot follow 'you 
i el lows around alt the spring, trving to 
keep you from shooting each other ‘i have 
som ething else to do. 
I w ant you to follow 
m y advice now, and save evervboilv trou­ 
ble. 
Ho said he was not hunting unv 
trouble, but was prepared for any emerg­ 
ency. 
H e was right, and proposed to vin­ 
dicate the cause be had undertaken to 
pursue. 
I fold him 1 was sorry lie was so 
persistent. 
1 reminded him that he had 
said be was perfectly satisfied Miss H arlan 
should be the wife of Sill, and asked him 
w hy he could not live the thing down and 
forget it. 
H e said lie bad been advised to 
do it by friends, but did not propose for 
her to get the best of him . She had m is­ 
used him , and caused him to be p ut in a 
false light before the com m unity, and he 
did not intend to tolerate it. 
I sa’id, “ You 
talk as if you were a little off. 
You wilt 
excuse m e for the expression, but that is 
the way it sounds tom e.” 
He laughed and 
said he was not, anil was willing to subm it 
him self to medical exam ination to prove 
he was sane.

About 11 o’clock on tlie day of the hom i­ 
cide defendant bad a private interview with 
me at m y office. 
H e said he had heard 
that some very damaging reports bad been 
circulated by Craft about bis daughter ; that 
they had been reported to me bv Craft, and 
wanted me to tell him . 
Ho asked me if 
Craft intim ated that she had given birth to 
a child. 
I said ” Yes. 
H e asked m e if 
Craft asked permission to carry a pistol. I 
told him tie did. 
In the January interview 
Miss H arlan told m e she was afraid Craft 
would k ill h e r; that he had lrequently said 
she should never be the wife of another 
m an ; that he would be a terror in her way 
as long as she lived ; that be bad exhibited 
a pistol to her once, and said it was his 
constant companion : that ho relied upon 
it to aid him in carrying out his plans. 
Mr. Ilighton anno'unced that it was ex­ 
pected that the testim ony for the dótense 
would be concluded to-morrow ; that H ar­ 
lan would be the last witness. 


liogg:^ stud Ills P ro te st. 
Gn W ednesday m orning a statem ent was 
published in these colum ns concerning the 
latest movem ents of Boggs, who is a mem 
ber of the Slate Board of Horticulture, who 
has twice lifted iiim self bv use of political 
bootstraps into the office of Best Inspector 
‘when be hail uot the faintest qualification 
for the office, and who is still determined 
to hold to the position by trying to dem on­ 
strate that his successor is not duly elected. 
Our evening contem porary published last 
night the following: 
It has been stated Hint ex-Bug Inspector 
Boggs, a Director of the State Board of Horti­ 
culture. has tiled n protest with Controller Dunn 
agninst allowing the salary w arrant of W. 
Klee, Inspector, on the ground that he hail not 
legally qualified. Controller Dunn, on having 
his attention called to this, stated that Boggs 
had tiled no protest with him. He received a 
letter from Boggs of a private nature. The Di­ 
rectors wrote to I lie Controller, stating thui Klee 
is entitled to his warrant. The warrant lias 
been issued a»d sent to Klee. 
Mr. D unn bad not been in any m anner 
criticised in connection w ith the m atter, 
and his lame and abortive defense of Mr. 
Boggs, evidently for political purposes, is 
entirely gratuitous. B ut notw ithstanding 
la is statem ent to the contrary, tlie facts are 
precisely as we have stated them . 
Mr. 
Dunn may call the comm unication he re­ 
ceived from Boggs “ a letter of private na­ 
ture ” if lie pleases, but it was nevertheless 
a protest against Mr. K lee's being paid his 
salary, as we have already stated, and 
which fact was proven by W ells-Far- 
go's agent. 
Mr. K ieeguve a power of at­ 
torney to that com pany to receive the war­ 
rant and m oney for bis salary and deliver 
it to hint at Berkeley. 
W hen Mr. Klee ap­ 
plied to W ells-Fgrgo’s office at Berkeley, 
on 
Ju ly 
1st, 
for 
the 
rem ittance, 
be was 
inform ed 
that the Controller 
refused to deliver tlie warrant, on tloj’ 
ground that Hoggs had tiled a protest against 
the satne. 
T his is very satisfactory evi­ 
dence to tlie ordinary citizen that a protest 
had been tiled, as stated by the R ecokd- 
F n io n . 
It would be interesting in this 
connection to know bow it came to pass 
that "the Directors wrote to tlie Controller 
stating that Klee is entitled to the war­ 
rant.” 
The reason was th is : A9 soon a3 
Boggs' protest was filed the Directors were 
notified by a letter from Mr. Dunn, and in 
responso to it, lie was inform ed that Klee 
was duly elected and entitled to navas In ­ 
spector. Then, on the 6th or 7th of July, a 
week after the Controller declined to pay 
the salary on account of the protest, he is­ 
sued and forwarded the warrant to Mr. 
Klee. These are the exact facts in the case. 


F ra tern a l Boycotting. 
At the recent m eeting of the Grand 
Lodge, I. O. O. F „ of California, held in 
San Francisco May 4, 1886, the following 
consideration of the operations of the boy­ 
cott was taken, as shown oil pages 606, 636 
and 648 of the official rep o rt: 
Representative 
Gallimore, of No. 52, 
presented the follow ing: “ The obligation 
o f an Odd Fellow, as understood by the 
•Undersigned, are such that each. Odd' Kt-1- 
low is bound to protect the good name, in­ 
terests and lives of his brother Odd Fel­ 
lows. 
Now, in view of this obligation, can 
a brother or combination of brethren con­ 
sistently boycott another brother? 
And if 
he or they do so, or attem pt to do so. is 
there any law in the Order by which tlie^ 
injured brother may get redress?” 
” 
Representative Freer moved that the sub­ 
ject-m atter tie indefinitely postponed. Vote 
being bad, the motion to indefinitely post­ 
pone was lost. 
Representative Louder- 
back moved that it be referred to the Com­ 
mittee on the State of the Order, which 
was adopted. 
Tlie report of the said committee was 
subsequently m ade as follow s: 
“ Your 
committee are unable toascertain trom any 
sources w ithin their reach the m eaning of 
the word * Boycott,' but would say that, 
in their opinion, the obligations of an Odd 
Fellow forbid his doing any act that would 
injure a brother Odd Fellow in any m an­ 
ner or form w hatever.” Signed by C. W. 
Dannals, W . B. Haskell, Charles E. Gault, 
S. B. Sm ith and John Ellsworth. 
The report of the comm ittee was con­ 
sidered, and, on motion of Representative 
McGlasban, of No. 162, was adopted, w ith­ 
out debate.

Insane People. 
Yesterday morning a telephonic message 
was received at the station-house announc­ 
ing that a man, evidently insane, was act­ 
ing very ijueerly in the vicinity of tite 
Western Hotel. Officers Woods and Far- 
ren were detailed to hunt him up, and 
soon conveyed him to the station-house. 
Lie gave his name as John J. Mendoza, a 
sheep-raiser of Livermore, and proved to 
have in his possession a railroad ticket to 
Buffalo, X. V. He said he had deposited 
$100 with a friend since his arrival. His 
mental condition grew worse after his 
arrival at the station-house, and in the 
afternoon he was closely looked after for 
fear that he might do himself violence. 
Chief Dillman has telegraphed to Liver­ 
more for the unfortunate man’s friends to 
come and look after him. He is said to be 
quite com fortably off, financially, is about 
SH years of age, and lias a wife in Portugal. 
Yesteiday morning the Commissioners 
of Lunacy examined Charles Leper, who 
was arrested on suspicion of insanity by 
officer McCormack Wednesday rooming, 
and has heretofore been an inmate of the 
Asylum at Stockton. He was found to be 
demented, and ordered to the Napa Asy­ 
lum, to which place he will be taken by 
Deputy Sheri If Fuller this morning. 
A woman named Melvina riaulsbury, 45 
or 50 years of age, who lias been añ in­ 
mate of the County Hospital for about a 
year, was sent to the city by Superintendent 
White yesterday morning, to be examined 
as to her sanity. There is no doubt of her 
being insane, and her conduct was of such 
a character at the hospital that, though she 
was not considered dangerous, it alarmed 
the other female patients and kept them in 
a condition of nervous anxiety. The Com­ 
missioners uid not examine her. as her 
sister, who did not wish her sent to the 
Insane Asylum, expressed willingness to 
take care of her, and took her away. 
Yesterday afternoon the Commissioners 
examined H. W. Voigbt, who was recently 
held to answer in the Police Court on a 
charge of assault to murder H. J. Postel, 
and, being unable to give bail, has been in 
the County Jail ever since. The testimony 
of Mr. Postel and several others was taken, 
all tending to show that he had not been in 
his right mind for some time, and the 
Commissioners committed hiiu to the 
Asylum at Stockton. 
i 
The Funeral of J. 1). Kent. 
The funeral of J. D. Kent, the member 
of the police force whose suiden death 
Tuesday morning from a stroke of paraly­ 
sis has been heretofore mentioned, took 
place from his late residence, 826 I. street, 
at 3 p. m. yesterday, and was largely at­ 
tended. Funeral services were conducted 
at the residence by Rev. Father Grace. 
Hundreds of citizens, friends of the de­ 
ceased, viewed the remains at the family 
residence. The funeral procession, which 
was a long one, was headed by several 
members of the police force in uniform. 
They were followed in the following order: 
A delegation of his former associates in 
the railroad shops ; Capital Council, No. 54, . 
F. F. of the Pacific; Sacramento Lodge, i 
No. 80, A. O. U. W.; Court Capitol, 6.742, 
Ancient Order of Foresters ; Sumner Post, 
Xo. 3, G. A. R.; Sunnier Relief Corps, Xo. 
II; city officials and friends of the family 
in carriages. The services at the grave 
were solemn and impressive, and the floral 
decorations from the police department, 
friends and the different societies of which 
deceased was a member were numerous, 
beautiful and appropriate, completely cov­ 
ering the newly-made mound. The" large 
turnout and evidences of sorrow on every 
hand were indicative of tbe esteem and re­ 
spect in which the deceased was held in 
the community where he had so long re­ 
sided. The pall bearers, eight in number, 
were selected from the police force, Grand 
Army, Order of Foresters and Chosen 
Friends—two from each. His life was in­ 
sured for $0,000. 
Had a Men Bath.—Wednesday night 
at a late hour a man created a great dis­ 
turbance near the old month of the Ameri­ 
can river, yelling lustily, but no one went 
to see what tbe trouble was, believing that 
it was only a case of drunk. Early yester­ 
day morning, however, the matter was in­ 
vestigated, and a colored man, completely 
covered with mud, with the exception of a 
patch about tbe size of a dollar on top of 
bis head, and presenting a woeful spectacle, 
was found. It appears that while laboring 
under the influence of too much stimulant 
lie wandered into the slumgullion of the 
old bed of ihe American, and floundered 
about, wading, rolling and crawling, until 
he was fortunate enough to get back upon 
hard soil. If lie had gone fifteen or 
twenty feet further in the other direction 
lie would have got into deep water and 
probably been drowned. 
B q a t R a c e th is E v e n in g .— In the sail­ 
ing race during the regatta last Monday 
evening, Churchill’s' yacht Viva was de­ 
clared the winner, though the Denny 
brothers, who sailed the Box, contested the 
award, claiming that the Viva won only 
because of her having secured an advan­ 
tage of one'or two hundred yards at the 
start that she was not entitled to. There 
has been much talk in Washington boat­ 
ing circles over the matter, and the re­ 
sult is that a match for $20 a side lias been 
made, and tbe craft will sail the race over 
again this evening, between 5and 6 o’clock. 
As John Denny, who sailed the Viva on 
the 5th, has gone on a hunting excursion, 
Henry Thiele will be in command this 
evening. 
A n n iv e r s a r y ok A d m issio n Day.—The 
celebration of California’s admission into 
the Union will be celebrated at San Jose 
on the 0th day of September next by the 
X'ative Sons of the Golden West: and Sac­ 
ramento and Sunset Parlors of this city 
are making extensive preparations to at­ 
tend. accompanied by the surrounding 
Parlors, and the joint committee from those 
Parlors met last evening and perfected 
linal arrangements. The Hussar Band of 
sixteen pieces has been engaged, and 
sneciai rates have been secured to and from 
this city to San Jose for $4 50 for the round 
trip, viaStockion. This celebration prom­ 
ises to eclipse all former ones held under 
the auspices of the Order. 
Xo J u ris d ic tio n .—The ease of W. K. 
Brown, charged with embezzling a span of 
horses, property of J. J. Mosser, and taking 
them to Visalia, which had already occu­ 
pied two davs in Justice Post's Court, was 
resumed yesterday. After the testimony 
was all in. and the case had been argued, 
Judge Post decided that if a crime had been 
committed tbe jurisdiction was in Visalia, 
and not here, and accordingly ordered the 
defendant discharged. A civil action was 
also brought by Mosser against Brown, and 
in it judgment was rendered in favor of 
plaintiff for $94 and costs.

That Sacramento will do honor to the 
visiting members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who will visit her on August 
11th, is a foregone conclusion. In order to 
make their entertainment a complete sue 
cess, all the necessary arrangements are 
being made, and nothing that can be done 
will be left undone that will add to the 
pleasure and enjoyment of the distin­ 
guished guests. 
. 
One of the most important committees, 
that on Domestic Hospitality, held its first 
meeting last evening in the office of E. K. 
Alsip. The committee is composed of up­ 
wards of 100 thoroughly representative citi­ 
zens, and nearly all of them were present. 
The meeting was called to order by Geo. 
W. Chesley, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, who briefly outlined the ob­ 
jects of the entertainment and the plans 
adopted to interest, please and entortan 
the visiting members ol the Grand Army 
when they should come, some two thous­ 
and ’strong, on tiie 11th day of August to 
visit the capital city of the State. He 
stated what was expected and what would 
be required of the Domestic Hospitality 
Committee. The meeting organized by the 
electing of George M. Mott Chairman, and 
C. S. Houghton Secretary. 
J. O. Coleman, of the Executive Commit­ 
tee, was called out, and gave a brief history 
of the workings of the Executive Commit­ 
tee; stated why and how they were _ ap­ 
pointed, etc. The Executive Committee 
had appointed sub-committees as follows : 
Invitation and Reception, Grain Display, 
]-'^mt Display, Domestic Hospitality, Re-. 
li^Biinents, Flora Display, Public Decora­ 
tions, Music, Public Conveyance. Several 
of the committees had met, organized, 
were at work, and progress was re­ 
ported from every quarter. He suggested 
that this committee should divide the 
city into districts, and appoint sub-com­ 
mittees to ascertain who would entertain, 
and the number they could accommodate. 
The veterans would be in San Francisco 
some days prior to their contemplated visit 
to Sacramento. We should ascertain as 
nearly as possible who is coming, and they 
could be so distributed that the guests 
would know where they were going, and 
the host would know in advance, who he 
was going to entertain. Such hospitality, 
that ot an entire city, something unknown 
in the history ot the past, will be an in-! 
centive for a large attendance, and many 
will be so pleased with their hospitable and 
home-like surroundings that they will 
tarry longer and go away impressed with 
the most favorable opinion of our fair city 
and her generous, open-hearted people. 
The visitors will be met at the depot, es­ 
corted to the pavilion, where they will be 
fed and banqueted, and the finest display of 
our luscious fruit, brightest flora and 
golden grains spread before them. The, 
fruit will be there to look at, 
eat and carry away. The State Cap­ 
itol will be illuminated and everything 
in the city that is our pride will 
be shown them. The General Committee 
docs not propose to dictate to you your 
duties. They simply ask you to take it up 
and work it out in your own way. Assist 
us in making it a reception every way cred­ 
itable to our city ami pleasing to those we 
seek to entertain. The Decoration Com­ 
mittee proposed to have every house in the 
city, “however humble it may be,” to be in 
some measure decorated. 
Messrs. Dray, Skinner and Schaw made 
short addresses in iavof of districting the 
city and appointing committees to make a 
personal canvass and ascertain who would 
"shelter tbe stranger under their roof.” 
Mr. Dray moved that the city be divided 
into sixteen districts, taking 1C street as a 
dividing line. Then every three blocks 
running north from K street, and every 
three blocks running soutli from K street, 
to be the boundaries of the distncts. Six 
committeemen to each district. The mo­ 
tion was adopted unanimously. The Chair 
to appoint the committees and announce 
them at the next meeting. 
J. tY. Wilson asked members of the 
General Committee who were present if 
they had appointed a Finance Committee. 
j! O. Coleman, in reply, said Sacramento 
was never backward in money matters. A 
committee had been appointed to wait 
upon the Board of Supervisors. They had 
done so, and the Board, which they be­ 
lieved was favorable to the proposition, 
now had the matter under consideration. 
They will donate the requisite funds if 
they can see their way clear to do so. He 
thought, also, the Board of Trustees could 
be relied upon for some assistance. So far, 
ail that had been done was solely volunteer 
work. In any event this matter will go 
through and be successful. 
J. W. Wilson said he was creditably in­ 
formed that the Supervisors were not going 
to anpropriate any money. They had de­ 
cided not to do so, and in his opinion the 
committee would have to look elsewhere 
for their funds. 
A. C. Sweetser said he knew two of the 
Supervisors were positively opposed to it. 
Judge Armstrong, who was present, was 
called out, and said he was surprised to 
hear that the Supervisors had so expressed 
themselves. At tlie request of the mem­ 
bers of their Judiciary Committee he had 
gone before them and had given them the 
law and defined their power in the matter. 
He referred them to the Constitution upon 
that subject, and the decisions of the Su­ 
preme Court, which construed their power 
its a legislative body. He knew they bad 
the power. The "power of levying "a tax 
and appropriating the funds, when raised, 
is a legislative power entirely within their 
control, so long as the appropriation is, as 
it is in this case, lor the public good. The 
Board has unquestioned right to the exer­ 
cise of its legislative, power for anything 
that subserves the public good. This is 
unquestionably for the good of the entire 
county. They should by all means create 
a favorable impression of tiiis part of the 
State with these Eastern visitors. Because 
they have not done this before Sacramento 
county to-day is twenty years behind other 
and less favored portions of our State. 
J. X. Young agreed with Judge Arm­ 
strong that il was clearly within the power 
of the Board of Supervisors to do as re­ 
quested. The City Trustees had appropri­ 
ated money for a proper celebration of the 
Fourth of July, it was for the public good, 
and no one objected. The Supervisors 
have tiie law upon their side and they 
have the consent of the public also. 
R. O. Cravens agreed with Judge Arm­ 
strong and J. X. Young. The power of 
the Board of Supervisors under the new 
Constitution and present laws was un­ 
limited as to the levying of taxes and the 
distribution of funds. There was no doubt 
about its policy, or that it would not result 
in the general good and advancement of 
the material prosperity of this section of 
the State. 
George B. Katzenstein offered the fol­ 
lowing motion, which was unanimously 
adopted: 
]' 
J, That the Board of Supervisors, hav­ 
ing tiie power, that they be requested to make 
au appropriation to aid in the entertainment ot 
the visiting soldiers, and that we deem that it 
would be ail injustice to this county, in view ol 
what other counties have already done, for 
them not to do so. 
E. K. Alsip moved that the committee 
resolve itself into a Committee of the 
Whole, and in a body, in company with the 
General Committee, visit the Board of Su­ 
pervisors at 11 a . m. to-day. and urge upon 
them the propriety and necessity of mak­ 
ing the donation. Carried.

T he R ival F ru lt-sh lp p In g A ssociations. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , July 8th.—In response to 
a request ior an explanation of the dispatch 
received by the < ulifurnia Associated Press 
from Chicago llial it was difficult to obtain 
inform ation concerning the California fruit 
trains sent East by the California F ru it­ 
growers’ Association, for the reason that 
the firm which handles nearly all the Cali­ 
fornia fruit is not in harm ony w ith the 
Fruit-growers’ Association, the following 
inform ation was to-day given by the gentle­ 
m an in charge of the F ruit Union office: 
There are two distinct associated bodies 
which ship fruit to the E ast—the F ru it 
Union and the Fruit-growers’ Association, 
of Sacramento. The Union has not as yet 
sent any special train, composed entirely of 
fruit cars, to the East, but bus contented 
¡‘self with shipm ents of four or five cars 
daily, attaihed to the overland express 
trains, and paid transportation at the old 
tatiff rates. The F ruit Association has, so 
far this season, sent out two trains to the 
East, one of sixteen and one of eighteen 
cars, made up of fruit and general pro­ 
duce. and sent them out at the new tariff 
rates for trains of fruit cars exclusively. 
Next week the Union will also avail itself 
of the new special fruit train rates. U nder 
the 
old 
taritl, 
$000 
per single car 
was the rate. 
Under the new tariff’ the 
rute is £1,500 per train of fifteen ears 
or leso, and each extra car up to eighteen 
cars—the lim it of cars allowed to be hauled 
over the roads—is $300 per car extra. These 
fruit trains are exclusively for fruit and 
produce, and are run on special through 
express time. The kinds o f lruit the Union 
has shipped this season are apricots, of 
which so far there have been sent about 230 
tons from Vacaville and W inters alone. 
The price for apricots this year in the East 
has advanced, and canners are now offering 
3{c a pound for sound fruit, against 2 cents 
a pound which they paid last year.

San Francisco, July 8th.—This m orning 
Ah Yon, the Chinese boatswain on the 
Gaelic, was arrested on a charge of attem pt­ 
ing to bribe a Customs Inspector, and Tai

staí¡02iitig officers around, he entered the 
store and asked Tai H ung Lung w hether 
lie knew Ah You. Receiving a reply in

boxes of opium , for which the China­

deal of opposition to th< presence of a third 
party, the Chinam an consented to having 
Inspector H arrison called into the room, 
and gave him $3 for the three boxes he had.

THE TICKET SCALPERS. 


An D rill n an ce to P ro h ib it T hem from 
Im p o sin g on T rav elers. 
(S. F. Post, July Sth.J 
Many cases of imposition upon travelers 
have recently been reported to the railroad 
companies. 
During the cut rates m any 
persons who came lo this city w ith return 
tickets decided to remain. T hetickets were 
freely disposed of to unauthorized scalpers, 
w ho imposed on parties desiring to travel 
eastward by representing that the tickets 
Were good to the holdeis, when, as a m atter 
of fact, they could only be used by those to 
whom they were originally issued. 
M any 
persons who bought these tickets in good 
faith were unceremoniously dum ped off 
the cars after being asked to w rite the sig­ 
nature on the ticket on a piece of paper, 
and the two were iound not to correspond. 
So great a nuisance did the m atter become, 
that the Southern Pacific Company asked 
the Supervisors to remedy it by adopting 
an ordinance to defeat im position upon 
travelers. 
All the agents of the Eastern 
lines agreed to nice its adoption, hut at the 
m eeting o f the lácense and Orders Com­ 
mittee of the Supervisors yesterday after­ 
noon, T. H . Goodman, of the Southern 
Pacific, was the only pass&nger agent pres­ 
ent, the others rem aining away tor fear of 
the scalpers. 
M r Goodman said that the W estern rep­ 
resentatives of the Eastern roads paid a 
quarterly license of $25. The scalpers were 
not responsible to anybody, nor amenable 
to any rules. 
W henever they got hold of a 
ticket they sold it wherever they could. 
The salaried agents were responsible, and 
it was to be presum ed that their actions 
would he governed by proper motives. 
License Collector Conroy said the best 
way to get at these unauthorized scalpers 
was to compel them to pav a license, just 
as [he opera ticket scalpers were compelled. 
W henever a ticket was sold through false 
representations by the scalpers, and the 
innocent purchaser suffered, the blame was 
usually laid upon the railroad company. 
He thought that an ordinance to cover 
these scalpers would lead to their easy 
identification and to redress lor the party 
injured. 
Mr. Goodman said that in som e of the 
States the scalpers were not allowed to 
operate at all. 
In Pennsylvania the law 
suppressed them , and after a long fight in 
the Courts several of them were landed in 
the penitentiary, and that " le t o u t’’ the 
business of scalping. 
Mr. Pond announced that the committee 
would endeavor to study up an ordinance • 
to cover the case.
